The night of the 27th of July, 1830, was 
silent And solemn. To me personally, its 
memory is more vivid than that. of several 
more terrible events that destiny has 
broaght under my eyes. The calm over 
Innd and sea’before the hurricane haa not 
more majesty than hard that which brooded 
over ‘Paris bofore the Revolution. Tho 
tree-lined streets’ were deserted: [was 
walking dlone, after midnight, throtigh 
out their entire length, eugorly peering. 
about and listening. An unclouded sky 
threw tho white light ‘of. its wtars ‘onthe 
Ground ;- but houses, wera -in_ darkness, 
shut up and—as-dead. All the street- 
lamps ‘were “emashed. Soveral — groups 
of workmen were still assombling under 
the foliage, listening to a mysterious orator 
whispering sccret words to thom in a low 
voice. Thon thoy separated, running off 
and seattoring in the narrow dark streets, 
They pushed against low entranco dours 
which opened and shut after them like 
traps. Then nothing more stirred; the 
city seemed to have only dead inhabitants 
and plague-stricken houses, 

Every now and then, one ran up against 
a gloomy inert inass, that was only re- 
cognisable on: contact—a. battalion of the 
Guard, —stendi: ailont.

It accompanied him every 
where, and was always iuhis hand, The 
habit was by no moans a piece of affectation 
on his part; bis ways were tov simple and 
serious, One could ot once ace that he 
was strongly ottachod to it,. He was deay- 
ly respeoted by atl in the guard, Without 
‘ambition, and yet with no desire to ba 
more than ho was, ‘simple Captain of Gren- 
adiers, he was always reading, spoke the 
least possible, and then only in tnonoayli- 
ables, He was vory tall, extremely palo, 
and posacsged of 5 nielancholy cast at couns 
tenanes, Qn his forckend,-betwoon tho 
eyebrows, he bad 6 sinsll doop ren 
which often changed from blue, its norm

He was not merely experienced jn war ; 
be had, in addition, so full-and accurate a 
knowledge of the sorious politics of Europo 
under the Enipire, that people could not 
explain it in him, ot ons: time ascribing it 
to deep study, and at another ettributing 
it to intimate relations with persons in high 
plates, which his ‘perpetual reserve pre- 
vented him fram acknowledging. ~ 

After’ all, the chief feature in mon 
of to-day. is this -identioal resorve ; 
and the subjéct of our story did but 
carry this peoulisrity to the. oxtreme. 
At present, a show of frigid politeness 
covers at one and the same time both 
character and actions, Thorefore, I do-nut 
think it of: any consequence that many 
could recognize themsolves in the distortad 
portraits that are drawn of tus.
